1 . Attorney for the Assignee respectfully requests that the United States Patent and 
Trademark Office, pursuant to 35 USC §16 and 37 CFR §1.47 accept the attached Declaration 
for Patent Application signed by one inventor and on behalf of the second inventor. 



2. Co-inventor Shoshana Bamdad Shendelman has refused to sign the Declaration 
for Patent Application. On several occasions Ms. Shendelman has stated that she does not feel 
she should be required to take the time to sign the declaration.
